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A SYLLABUS OF KANSAS HISTORY. 



INTRODUCTION. 

This syllabus or outline of Kansas history is intended to serve 
a manifold purpose. Primarily it was the outgrowth of an attempt 
at a fairly thorough study of the territorial histoid of Kansas in 
its relation to national affairs, as a part of the course in United 
States history. For such use Sections IV and V of the outline 
will form the heart of the course, and Sections I-III will furnish 
the basis for a review of matters already treated in the course, 
while the sections on state history will serve for a like cursory 
review of important events succeeding the admission of Kansas to 
the Union. On the other hand, it is hoped that the entire outline 
may prove so complete and well balanced as to be of real service to 
teachers who desire to give a complete course in Kansas history. 

Purposely the references have been limited to a list of books 
generally well known in Kansas and available to most of the schools 
of the state, either through school or public libraries, and to the 
collections of the Kansas Historical Society (cited as **Coll.") The 
exceptions are Kansas in The Sixties, a new book by Governor 
Crawford, and the Cyclopedia of Kansas History, published by the 
Standard Publishing Co., the third volume of which is devoted to 
biography. No reference has been made to works of fiction, yet 
the works of some Kansas authors, particularly the novels of 
William Allen White and Margaret Hill McCarter, should not be 
overlooked. Too much stress cannot be placed upon the impor- 
tance of the Kansas Historical Society's Collections as an aid to 
teacher and student. Volume XII contains a very useful chro- 
nology or rather calendar of Kansas history. The list of county 
and local histories is by no means complete. It is intended merely 
as a suggestion. 

While the outline is not based upon any particular book, for 
practical reasons the first reference in nearly every instance is to 
Prentis' History of Kansas, which is the state text and is in the 
hands of nearly every teacher and pupil in the Kansas common 
schools. This is in order that the outline may serve as a help in

the common school course, first, and it is the hope of the author 
that this arrangement may give greater unity to the story of 
Kansas history and render this textbook more ''teachable. " Next 
follow references to Spring's "Kansas," Wilder 's "Annals," and 
others, partly in order of their importance and partly of their 
availability in most Kansas communities, the exception being the 
"Collections," v^hich are in nearly every case placed last for con- 
venience. In many cases the textbooks in United States history 
v^ill be of much importance in studying the national side of Kansas 
affairs. These are referred to merely as * 'textbooks. ' ' The larger 
V70rks of Schouler, McMaster, etc., unless specifically cited, are 
referred to as "General Histories." In every case, unless other- 
v^ise stated in the outline, the references are to pages. These 
more extended references should serve for a high school, or even 
a short college course in Kansas history. 

Finally, the author has tried to avoid the use of much contro- 
versial matter with which the literature of Kansas history is so 
plentifully deluged. To eliminate all material of that character is 
clearly impossible, for as yet much of the most valuable of our 
historical writing is the work of active participants in the stirring 
history of our early days and necessarily is personal.
